Governor  Dummer's  183  rd  Commence- 
ment exercises  ended  this  morning  with  an 
address  by  the  Reverend  Wallace  W.  Ander- 
son of  the  State  Street  Congregational 
Church,  Portland,  Maine.  Mr.  James  Dun- 
can Phillips,  president  of  the  Academy's 
board  of  trustees,  presented  diplomas  to  37 
members  of  the  graduating  class.  Prizes  were 
awarded  by  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames, 
who  announced  George  Ernest  Duffy  of 
Worcester  as  winner  of  the  Master's  Prize. 

The  graduation  ceremonies  began  yester- 
day morning  with  the  presentation  of  the 
Morse  Flag,  highest  award  of  the  school 
year,  to  Edgar  Potter  Maxson  of  Westerly, 
Rhode  Island.  To  receive  this  prize  a  boy 
must  meet  with  the  highest  approval  of  the 
faculty. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  Morse  Flag, 
a  Glee  Club  concert  took  place  with  Mr. 
Arthur  W.  Sager,  of  the  faculty,  conducting. 
A  buffet  luncheon  was  then  served  on  the 
lawn  in  front  of  the  Mansion  House. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Governors'  baseball 
nine  provided  entertainment  with  a  game 
against  Swampscott  High  School's  nine. 
Following  this  game,  tea  was  served  on  the 
Mansion  House  lawn. 

Friday  evening  the  regular  Commence- 
ment Dinner  took  place  in  a  circus  tent 
on  Morse  Field.  Dr.  William  C.  Hill,  re- 
tired principal  of  the  Classical  High  School, 
Springfield,  and  the  Reverend  Vivian  T. 
Pomeroy  of  the  First  Parish  Church,  Milton, 
were  the  speakers  of  the  evening. 

Last  year  Governor  Dummer  celebrated 
a  one-day  commencement  because  of  war- 
time restrictions  on  travel  and  overnight 
accommodations.  This  year  the  usual  two- 
day  program  was  resumed  with  many  of  the 
guests  spending  the  night  at  Adelynrood 
nearby  the  school.

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ALUMNI  MEET  AT  ACADEMY 

IN  FIRST  POST-WAR  REUNION

CUM    LAUDE    INDUCTS    SEVEN 


On  Friday,  May  17,  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer Chapter  of  the  Cum  Laude  Society, 
national  honorary  scholastic  group,  inducted 
seven  new  members  from  the  senior  class.  To 
be  admitted  to  the  organization  a  senior 
must  have  maintained  an  average  of  80  per 
cent  or  more  in  all  his  courses  during  the 
final  year,  and  must  be  among  the  upper 
fifth  of  his  class  in  academic  standing.  This 
year  the  following  boys  were  elected  to  mem- 
bership: George  Duffy,  Robert  Hadley, 
Brewster  Hemenway,  Herbert  Levine,  Wil- 
liam Mingenbach,  Theodore  Mixer,  and 
William  Silver. 

After  the  service  of  induction,  Mr.  Delmar 
Leighton,  Dean  of  Freshmen  at  Harvard 
University,  spoke  to  the  entire  school  on  the 
subject  of  college  entrance  requirements.  Mr. 
Leighton  said  that  the  current  'Battle  of  the 
Bulge'  is  the  struggle  to  get  unprecedented 
numbers  of  students  into  colleges  whose 
facilities  have  been  inadequately  increased. 
Boys  whose  immediate  plans  are  adversely 
affected  should  accept  this  handicap  as  an 
inevitable  postwar  problem,  and  realize  that 
all  the  colleges  throughout  the  country  are 
doing  their  best  to  meet  the  emergency. 


The  Academy's  first  alumni  day  celebra- 
tion since  1941  took  place  on  May  11  with 
about  125  former  students  attending,  in 
spite  of  inclement  weather.  This  was  the 
largest  group  ever  to  attend  such  a  reunion 
in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  former  Governors  arrived  in  the 
morning  and  registered  in  the  Phillips  Build- 
ing. A  special  luncheon  was  served  for  them 
in  the  dining  hall  at  twelve-thirty. 

At  two  o'clock  the  Governors'  baseball 
team  played  Kimball  Union  Academy  on 
Alorse  Field.  The  Red  and  White  nine  was 
defeated  8-2,  but  only  after  running  the 
game  into  eleven  innings. 

At  a  business  meeting  held  in  the  Cobb 
Room  at  five-thirty  the  alumni  elected 
officers  for  the  next  year.  Richard  F. 
Schanzle,  '37,  was  chosen  president;  Gerald 
May,  '26,  vice-president;  and  Percy  A. 
Goodale,  '36,  secretary-treasurer.  Four  new 
members  were  elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Alumni  Association:  John 
L.  Newman,  '39;  Frank  S.  Abbott,  '35;  Cal- 
vin P.  Eldred,  III,  '33;  and  Benjamin  B. 
Brewster,  '43. 

It  was  decided  at  this  business  meeting 
that  an  Alumni  Fund  should  be  organized, 
the  entire  amount  of  alumni  gifts  received 
annually  toward  this  fund  to  be  turned  over 
to  the  school  as  a  free  gift,  the  only  provision 
being  that  some  proportion  of  this  total,  not 
to  exceed  10%,  be  placed  in  a  special  fund 
to  be  kept  in  perpetuity  and  the  income  to 
be  spent  as  the  Trustees  direct.  The  elected 
officers  of  the  Alumni  Association  were  em- 
powered to  conduct  and  supervise  the  so- 
licitation of  gifts  for  the  Alumni  Fund  an- 
nually with  such  assistance  from  other  alum- 
ni as  the  officers  may  wish. 

The  day's  activities  closed  with  a  banquet 
which  began  at  six-thirty  in  the  evening.  Dr. 
Charles  S.  Ingham,  former  headmaster  of 
the  Academy,  was  present  and  extended  his 
greetings  to  the  alumni,  many  of  whom 
studied  here  under  his  headmastership.  Mr. 
Eames  acted  as  toastmaster  for  the  occasion 
and  introduced  Mr.  Mercer,  Mr.  Sager,  Mr. 
Murphy,  Air.  Stone  and  Mr.  Navins,  each 
of  whom  made  a  short  speech  recalling  inci- 
dents from  their  experience  at  Governor 
Dummer;  Mr.  Dunning  was  prevailed  upon 
to  take  a  bow.  The  alumni  were  represented 
on  the  program  by  Richard  Schanzle,  who

MR.  EAMES  SPEAKS  AT  ROXBURY 
LATIN  SCHOOL  TERCENTENARY 


On  May  18,  the  headmaster  spoke  at  the 
Roxbury  Latin  School's  Tercentenary  cele- 
bration. The  two-day  program,  in  obser- 
vance of  the  school's  300th  year  of  continu- 
ous operation,  was  highlighted  by  the  ad- 
dresses of  several  educators,  some  of  them 
graduates  of  the  school.  President  Conant 
of  Harvard  and  Professor  Edward  Thorn- 
dike  of  Columbia,  both  alumni  of  the  Rox- 
bury Latin  School,  were  the  principal  speak- 
ers at  a  symposium  on  'Selection  and  Guid- 
dance  in  Secondary  Education'  which  took 
place  on  the  morning  of  May  18.  Dr.  Lewis 
Perry,  Principal  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
presided  at  this  symposium. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  a  second 
symposium  was  held  on  the  subject  of  'The 
Proper  Balance  and  Emphasis  of  a  Curricu- 
lum'. This  session  of  the  program  took  place 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  George  Nor- 
ton Northrup,  Headmaster  of  the  Roxbury 
Latin  School.  Dr.  George  D.  Stoddard, 
president-elect  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
Dr.  Claude  M.  Fuess,  headmaster  of  Phillips 
Academy,  Andover,  and  Dr.  Eames  were 
the  principal  speakers  at  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion. 
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EDITORIAL 

At  a  recent  Vesper  Service,  Mr.  Eames 
asked  us  to  think  through  the  meaning  of  a 
certain  responsive  reading  while  we  read  the 
words.  He  pointed  out  that  the  things  we 
read  and  say  very  often  become  habitual  and 
therefore  lose  their  impact.  The  prayers  we 
say,  the  hymns  we  sing,  the  scripture  leassons 
we  read  and  re-read,  the  grace  we  hear  three 
times  a  day  .  .  .  these  things  we  take  for 
granted  so  that  much  of  their  beauty  and 
value  is  lost  to  us.  The  whole  idea  and  spirit 
of  the  Vespers  service  eludes  some  of  us  for 
this  reason. 

What  is  this  service  we  attend  each  Sun- 
day evening?  Is  it  merely  a  means  of  check- 


ing attendance  after  the  weekend,  or  the 
vestigial  remain  of  some  dim  religious  ex- 
perience? It  is,  first  of  all,  what  we  as  indi- 
viduals make  it.  If  we  do  our  share  it  is  a  re- 
freshing experience  which  can  start  us  out 
on  a  new  week  of  work  with  restored  vigor. 
It  is  a  meeting  which  brings  us  together  in  an 
atmosphere  of  calm  where  the  trials  and 
problems  of  the  classroom  and  the  ath- 
letic field  are  set  aside  at  least  momen- 
tarily. It  is  a  chance  to  tie  up  the  loose  ends 
of  our  lives  and  rededicate  them  to  the  best 
purposes  we  know.  It  is  a  time  to  commune 
with  the  past  in  old  hymns  and  thought- 
provoking  scriptural  passages,  and  to  glean 
from  the  words  of  visiting  speakers  some 
new  inspiration  for  our  daily  tasks. 

The  tradition  of  the  Vesper  Service  is  very 
strong  at  Governor  Dummer.  Many  of  the 
alumni  writing  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
and,  during  the  war,  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  mention  this  Sunday  evening  meeting 
as  one  of  the  experiences  which  stands  out 
most  in  their  memories.  Some  of  them  admit 
that  they  did  not  fully  understand  its  mean- 
ing until  they  had  left  the  Academy,  but 
now  they  look  back  on  it  with  real  apprecia- 
tion. We,  who  are  now  here,  may  learn  from 
their  experience.  By  putting  our  best  into 
the  Service  we  shall  take  from  it  a  new 
strength  and  a  new  wisdom.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  we  take  it  for  granted  and  do 
not  give  it  the  benefit  of  our  serious  par- 
ticipation, we  lose  its  meaning  and  its  value.
